The total number of Japanese Immi¬ 
grants passing Dr. Milne’s inspection, 
for Canada, during this period was 3,-' 
351. Dr. ^filne explained that all these 
immigrants possessed passports for 
Canada, and so far as he knew they; 
had all located here. J 

It was indicated in the statements 
presented by Dr. Milne that In July 
there were 749 passports issued to 
Canada. 125 to the United States, and 
seven for Canada and the tlnlted 
States. 

In August there were 234 passports 
to Canada, 153 to the United States 
and four to Canada and the United 
States. 

In September there were 651 pass¬ 
ports to Canada, 332 to the United 
States, and 14 to Canada and the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

In October there were 233 passports 
to Canada. 179 to the United States, 
and four to Canada and the United 
States. 

The total number of passports held 
by Japanese immigrants to Canada 
from July 24th to .October 27th Inclu¬ 
sive was 1.267: to the United States,- 
7X9. and to Canada and the United 
States. 29. There were also 65 to 
Hawaii and Mexico. 

AM these figures applied to the de¬ 
barkations at Victoria only. The de¬ 
barkations at Vancouver were separ¬ 
ate entirely from Dr. Milne’s jurisdtc* 
tlon; 

Dr. Milne also submitted . a state- 
| ment showing the number of Japs who

In reply to a question of Commis¬ 
sioner Mackenzie King, with respect to 
the action taken in cases where sur¬ 
reptitious entrance to the country wag 
sought by Oriental Immigration. Dr. 
Milne explained that fines amounting 
to 32.328.51 had been imposed on 
steamship companies, which became 
liable In this connection, under the 
immigration law. These fines applied 
In cases where immigrants, who had 
no right under the law to admittance 
to the country, were permitted to es¬ 
cape from the steamers. In all such 
cases the steamship companies being 
obligated to return the passengers to 
the point of embarkation. The fines 
collected from this source were sent by 
Dr. Milne to the deputy minister of 
the Interiar, whence they are handed 
the Interior, whence they .pre handed 

A statement showing the number of 
Orientals attending the city schools 
was also submitted. It showed that the 
pupils numbered 44 Chinese boys, 6

Kumar says: 


“While I was at Calcutta last year I 
read in the papers that many of our 
Punjaub Sikh country men were going 
to Canada and the Uinted States for 
the purpose of seeking work as labor¬ 
ers. I learned that they were opposed 
by the labor class in these countries. 

“In Rangoon I met one of the Euro¬ 
pean Buddhist missionaries, and in¬ 
quired of him how it was that the Hin¬ 
du* were not well treated in foreign 
lands. His reply was no doubt quite 
crue. He said the difficulty lies in the 
fact that the selfish interests of each 
and every nation and individual are 
quite separate from one another. One 
nation wants to overrule the other; one 
iodlvlduai wants to satisfy his own de¬ 
sires, caring not for his brethren, and 
the consequence is misery and trouble 
for both. 

“White at Hongkong only a few 
months ago I saw some of the editors 
of the Anglo Indian papers, and In¬ 
quired from them what were the causes 
which obliged the British government 
to v take strong and severe measures 
against the people of India, especially 
those of the educated llass. The reply 
was that the educated class of Hindus 
agitate against the government, and 
want their rights, and press the gov¬ 
ernment to give them a full share in 
political matters, the prosecutions 
arise. 

“In Victoria I see the people are very 
much interested in Indian matters, and 
the Asiatic immigration question is the 
topic of the day. It is being discussed 
In the press and In the pulpit, and even 
the ladles are taking much Interest in 
it. As I am a religious mislsonary I 
do not like to discuss questions dealing 
with politics. My mission is to help my 
poor countrymen. I cannot help ex¬ 
pressing my views however. 

“Man is a social being. He is quite 
unable to do all for himself. To illus¬ 
trate this I will give an example. Man 
is in need of bread, vegetable, clothes 
and boots. If he has to prepare all 
these for himself instead of going to 
the baker, farmer, tailor and shoe¬ 
maker, he loses much Instead of gain¬ 
ing anything. There would have been 
no progress in the development of man¬ 
kind had there been no division of la-

The Barkley Sound Company put up 
a good-sized pack of Spring salmon 
as well as other lines. The Clayo- 
quot cannery had a good record In 
tockeyes. putting up a valuable pack. 
At Alert Bay the fishing has been very 
successful this year also. 

The Knight's Inlet Canning Com¬ 
pany, under Capt. Gosse. have been 
exploiting new territory this year 
with excellent promise and the out¬ 
look is good. 

At Noolka. Wallace Bros, are es¬ 
tablishing a fishing station which 
promises to be an enterprise of great 
benefit to the Island. With the en¬ 
terprise which this firm has shown 
wherever they have carried on busi¬ 
ness. their advent to the West Coast 
cannot but be of the greatest im¬ 
portance to the Industrial life of that 
part of the province. It is expected 
that a cold storage plant will be built 
similar to that w’hich the firm has es¬ 
tablished in the North, so (hat the 
curing of fish may be carried on In all 
Its branches. 

The clam canning industry Is con¬ 
stantly increasing in importance. The 
factory at QOatwlno has Increased Its 
capacity and is doing well. Two clam 
curing factories are also operated at 
Sidney. 

At Pender Harbor, the herring In¬ 
dustry is becoming an important one. 
The run there begins abont Septem¬ 
ber and the fish are of large size, 
larger in fact than the usual run in 
Nanaimo, though not so numerous as 
at the Coal City. Two factories are 
tunning at Pender for handling her¬ 
ring. and kippers and bloaters of 
splendid quality are put up. The mar¬ 
ket for these is largely found In Van¬ 
couver. 

Off Nanaimo already the herring are 
being taken and these are of good size 
this season. What Is needed in Na¬ 
naimo is a cold storage plant for the 
better handling of the products. 

With herring taken in immense 
quantities at Pender Harbor and Na¬ 
naimo the wonder has often been ex¬ 
pressed that a steady supply of fresh 
herring was not available throughout 
the season In Victoria. 

At Hardy Bay a fishing and curing 
plant has been established under Mr. 
Lyons which has had a good year. 

The industry. Mr. Taylor says, seems 
to be making steady progress, and the 
future of fishing about the shores of 
Vancouver Island gives excellent pro¬ 
mise.

Ottawa, Nov. 23.—The Edmonton- 
Yukon Pacific Railway Company ^111 
apply next session 'or an act emp^ Ber¬ 
ing It to construct a branch line from 
a point on its authorized line to Van¬ 
couver, and from a point on its author¬ 
ized line to the headwaters of the Mc¬ 
Leod and Brazeau rivers, and an ex¬

Australian houses 
now demand an assurance that agents 
in Canada can be depended upon, and 
It might be well, therefore, that firms 
not well, known here who wish to en¬ 
gage in this trade should send refer¬ 
ences or such credentials as would be 
acceptable here.”

Winnipeg. Nov. 23.—Almost the last 
member of the provisional government of 
the Northwest, founded under the presi¬ 
dency of Louis Reil at Fort Garry In 
1869-70, Chas. Nolan, was buried on Thurs¬ 
day last at St. Boniface. 

The late Mr. Nolan was a prominent* 
figure In the stirring political era that 
preceded Manitoba’s formation as a pro¬ 
vince of the Dominion. Trusted and re¬ 
spected by his compatriots, opposed to 
extreme measures, he was distinctively 
representative of the more conservative 
elements among the French half-breeds 
on the Red river valley, and in the first 
duly constituted government formed. 

In the march of events he *ook a less 
prominent part in public affairs, and seven 
years ago took up Ills residence In the 
Saskatchewan valley. 

The late Mr. Nolan, who was 84 years 
of age at his death? leaves a sorrowing 
widow, two sons and three daughters, 
Mrs. Berrlault. St. Boniface; Mrs. Burn¬ 
ham. St. Boniface: Mrs. Racey, Edmon¬ 
ton; and Noret and Gaston Nolan, of St. 
Boniface. 


“Now we see there are many different 
occupations and professions, and all 
these are working for the benefit of one 
another, and consequent gain for all. 
There would have been no Invention of 
the steam engine, electrilcty. wireless 
telegraphy, etc., had the thinking men 
been occupied In cooking, tailoring, 
etc. I do not mean that these occupa¬ 
tions should not be adopted, but I say 
that man Is progressing for the reason 
that there is division of labor, and at 
the same time one kind of labor is 
more remunerative than other. If these 
Asiatic people of Japdn, China and In¬ 
dia are willing to accept the position of 
laborers in Canada and the United 
States for their own interests to make 
more money, yet Indirectly they are 
going to help the Canadians and the 
Americans to progress by opening bet¬ 
tor fields for themselves. 

“There was a time when Hindus were 
so prejudiced and tied with the chains 
of caste system that they did not care 
to come out of their country,- though 
they were dying of hunger at home. 

“Even If a young educated man 
wanted to study further In London he 
was not allowed by his parents, at the 
risk of losing his caste, though their 
was gain in money and position. But 
now things are changed, and the people 
of the laboring class, though illiterate, 
are pouring hither and thither to earn 
their livelihood, caring not for their 
wretched caste system. Is not this a 
step In the way of progress for India? 
Are you. the followers of Christ, going 
to check them and stop the progress 
of Christianity only because they are 
of another race, and are going tS take 
a sha/e In your earnings? 

“Wby dost you stop from coming 
here the Italians, Russians and other 
western nations? The reason you give 
are th»r *AJflatie HPffcSa are ?3tng to' 
cheapen the rates, as these people can 
live very cheaply. A strange reasoning. 
Is It the fault of the one who lives 
economically and saves money for his 
family, instead of working hard for six 
days on good wages, earning mu-h and 
spending the whole amount in one 
night Jn drink? It is a pity they do not 
care to reform their oVn hahits of 
spendthrift and not blame others. Of 
course Asiatic laborers do work at 
cheap rates, but not with the object of 
spoiling the field for men of high wages, 
but as they are unskilled and not ac¬ 
customed to this sort of work they 
nccept the low wages offered them by 
their masters, as they cannot earn what 
ths master demands from *.hem at 
good rates. 

“At tne same time I may ask my 
friends of the Asiatic Exclusion League, 
whose motto Is 'Canada for whitemen,' 
why they are going to Include Hindus,

One strain of tubercle bacilli ob¬ 
tained from man caused fatal general 
tuberculosis, while a second even when 
given in larger doses had only a slight 
local effect, and the disease tended to 
undergo a spontaneous cure.

FALLEN STARS, 


Capt. Peary has not picked up any 
stars upon his last expedition. He did 
that previously, however, when he dis¬ 
covered, and ultimately brought back 
the Cape York meteorites from the spot 
where their heavenly careers had end¬ 
ed on the shores of flftetville Bay, 
Greenland. They are certainly amongst 
the strangest things ever found even 
in the Arctic. There are three of them, 
known to the Esquimaux—who say 
they fell from the sky—as the Dog, the 
Woman and the Tent. They weigh 
about 10 cwt., 50 cwt. and 100 tons re¬ 
spectively. The last. In chape like a 
giant projectile, is the largest meteoric 
inass ever handled by man. It required 
a^shlp to itself for conveyance to the 
United States, and Its removal was ac¬ 
companied by manifestations which 
awed not merely the superstitious na¬ 
tives. but even the white men engaged 
in the operation. It is composed chief¬ 
ly of Iron, and certain mysterious 
markings upon It, known scientifically 
as Wldmannstatten figures, have given 
rise to much speculation. 

It is impossible to indicate the age of 
these fallen stars, but there Is not the 
same difficulty about- that of another 
extraordinary Artie find which, In the 
Bhape of a perfect mammoth carcase, 
was discovered at Kloynsky, in nbrth- 
fcrn Siberia, some years ago. Geological 
evidence showed that the beast had 
lived about 8,008 years ago; whilst the 
body itself was sufficiently complete 
to show that the creature had been 
killed by falling over a precipice, upon 
whose verge it had been cropping grass, 
which was still found green in Its 
stomach. Wolves had bitten pieces out 
of the flesh, and Ice action had denud¬ 
ed the carcase of much of the hair, but 
the Arctic cold had preserved practi¬ 
cally everything else through eight 
millenniums. With immense labor the 
huge body was brought 1.00b miles to 
tho railway at Irkutsk, whence it was 
transported on a specially constructed 
car to St. Petersburg, where It now Is. 


tVhen_ the first reliable news of the 
gold discovery on the Fraser river 
.reached California ot took hold of the 
•miners In that state at once, and many 
bf them decided to leave for the new 
tulnes when the first opportunity rf- 
fered. The first steamship advertised 
to leave for the mines, calling at Es¬ 
quimau, was the steamship Cortes, and 
the day she was to leave San Francisco, 
a perfect rush was made on the steam¬ 
ship company’s office to secure tickets 
for the voyage. When some eleven or 
twelve hundred passengers were on 
board, the captain placed two men at 
tho gangway to stop any further rush 
ou board, as he had all his ship could 
accommodate, and more than the law 
permitted him to carry. When all was 
in readiness leave, the lines were 
cost off. and amid great cheering from 
the crowd on the wharf, the steamship 
passed down the harbor, out Into the 
ocean, on the 17th of June, 1858, and 
after a fairly, good passage, arrived In 
Esquimau on the 21st about noon, when 
fifty of her passengers who were bound 
for Victoria, were landed, whilst the 
large majority continued on the steam¬ 
ship, and were landed at Port Town¬ 
send and Bellingham Bay. 

At. the latter place they expected to 
be able to cross to the Fraser river via 
Point Roberts, and go into the mines 
without paying a miner's license, but 
their little scheme was suddenly broken 
up by Governor Douglas issuing a proc¬ 
lamation that all persons going to the 
mines must procure a license a# the 
fort for themselves, their boat or canoe, 
before they would be allowed to mine. 
He also placed a gunboat In the river, 
where all mlnerfi passing up the rtvefr 
had to show their license to the officer 
on board before they would be allowed 
to proceed. Of the fifty passengers 
landed at Esquimau, fifteen came to 
the decision to walk over the trail to 
Victoria, nnd on their arrival at the 
Indian ranch, observed the Indians 
were very numerous; some of them 
squatting around in bunches, others 
walking about with nothing on them 
but a blanket wrapped around their 
bodies, whilst ’many canoes, large and 
small, were on the beach in front of the 
ranch, and the slough In the rear of 
tho ranch was completely lined with 
them from water to water. 

We now moved on across the old 
bridge at the foot of Johnson street, 
and continued on to the comer of Gov¬ 
ernment and Yates streets, where a 
man named John Russel had a small 
blacksmith shoj* and owned the lot on 
which it stood. On the opposite corner 
where the Identical building now stands 
was the office of Governor Douglas, a 
small log hut about 10x12 feet, sur¬ 
rounded by a stout picket fence about 
10 feet high. While the corner opposite 
now occupied as a meat market, was 
the residence of Dr. Johnson, who had 


Just leased It to Captain Down for a 
boarding house. 

After a look around and not Seeing 
a boarding house, we concluded to put 
up at C. A. Bailey's, the only place 
where we could find shelter and board. 
It was near the corner of Government 
and Yates, where the Pritchard House 
was formerly. The meals were of the 
rough and ready kind, with no accom¬ 
modation for sleeping, but when night 
came on we managed to climb up into 
the cock loft over the whisky bar, 
where Leopold Lowenberg, the first real 
estate agent in Victoria, and Samuel 
Knight, the first agent of Wells, Fargo 
& Co., letter and gold expresa,-and the 
writer, spread our blankets on some 
loose boards and laid down to rest on 
the soft side of a plank with our boots 
under our heads for a pillow, for which 
we paid the proprietor the next day 75 
cents each. 

Thirty-five of the passengers landed 
at Esquimau concluded to come around 
to Victoria on a sloop named Alcatraz, 
owned by Captain Taylor, (subsequent¬ 
ly nicknamed “Billy the Bug”), for 
which they agreed to pay him one dol¬ 
lar each for the passage. When all 
were on board the sloop made a start 
from Esquimau with :a light breeze, 
and moved along fairly well for some 
time, but was greatly overloaded with 
passengers, and when about two-thlr.!s 
of the way around to Victoria, a breeze 
was met coming up the straits, which 
was In favor of entering Victoria. In 
order to catch the breeze the captain 
Jibed his sail, when his sloop sudden'^ 
capsized, precipitating all on board in¬ 
to the briny waters of the straits, 
where a desperate struggle for life took 
place, which was observed by some 
boatmen who happened to be near by 
and came to the rescue. Twenty-one of 
them were saved, but fourteen met a 
watery grave. 

The poor fellows saved were landed 
In Victoria without anything but what 
they had on their backs, but the strong 
sympathy of the miner* and others 
very soon brought them provisions, 
blankets and other things which they 
required. Some of them being greatly 
discouraged by the loss of all they pos¬ 
sessed. and desiring to return south, 
were given free passages back to San 
Francisco. Others of them were taken 
Into companies bound for the Fraser 
river mines, where they would have an 
opportunity to dig In the bars and 
banks of that ancient river for gold to 
make up for the loss they* had sustain¬ 
ed. Three of the bodies pf those who 
were drowned were picked up and 
brought to Victoria, where an inquest 
was held on them by our aged and 
honorable citizen Dr. J. 8. Helmcken. 
who was at that time coroner, and af¬ 
ter a careful Inquiry was made, the 
Jury returned its verdict of accidental 
drowning. Of the residents In this city 
to-day. only two or three beside thp 
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Confidence Restored Among Ship¬ 
ping Men—Produce Is Pur¬ 
chased freely.

It Is a curious structure—of octagonal 
shape—of early Saxon origin, having been 
built all a boathchise to the ancient mon¬ 
astery founded at St. Albans by King 
Offa about the year 796, and Is thus over 
1,100 years old.

Mr. Robb in¬ 
formed a reporter this morning that his 
firm has shipped considerably to Eng¬ 
land, Spain, India and Australia. The 
engines for the Calcutta tramway were 
built by the L.Vbb Company. This 
bianch df manufacture is one of their 
specialties, and their engines are found 
In almost every town In Canada. They 
supplied a large number of engines for 
the C. P. R. establishments in Montre¬ 
al and at Fort William. 

The firm has a branch establishment 
at South Framingham, near Boston, 
which Is said to be one of he best equip¬ 
ped shops in the New England States. 
Their .boiler? and engines are marketed 
all over the United States. 

"What do you think.” the reporter 
asked, “qf Vancouver Inland as a man- 
fact uring centre?” 

“It seems to me,” replied Mr. Robb, 
“that eventually we will have to come 
to the west, although I could not pre¬ 
tend to determine off hand the location 
of the probable manufacturing centre. 
Vancouver Island, he »«marked, is quite 
similar to Nova 8cotia In Its natural 
Advantages for such an industry, as 
witnessed In the coal. Iron, and other 
minerals, and these possessions would 
doubtless lead to development at both 
ends industrially.” 

Business conditions In Eastern Can¬ 
ada. Mr. Robb says, are good. The 
stringency in the money market was 
somewhat evidenced there, as it was 
in this province, but he had not seen 
anything during his tour through Can¬ 
ada to create discouragement as to the 
outcome, or suggest that there would 
be a^y prolonged check on business. 

“I consider,” said he. “that the situ¬ 
ation has been caused by a disturbance 
of the circulating medium, which will 
right Itself In a short time."

of 12.000 received from the city of Victoria. 

The deficit is largely made up of ac¬ 
counts for ordinary repulfs to the pre¬ 
mises. absolutely necessary to the proper 
upkeep of the institution, and still leav¬ 
ing several Important works untouched. 
After allowing for these repairs, there is 
still a deficit on actual maintenance ac¬ 
count due solely to the large number of 
Victoria city free patients treated with¬ 
out proportionate financial assistance. 

When the financial position of the hos¬ 
pital was last brought to your notloe, It 
was promised that the city grant for this 
year would be ’.ncreased to 17,500, provid¬ 
ed the num of 12.MO was available after 
the taxes for the current year bad been 
paid. 

It Is understood that the tax collections 
have boon quite equal to previous years; 
If not better, and the directors would, 
therefore, be, pleased If you will make 
the additional grant of T2.500. which they 
fully expected to receive from your honor¬ 
able body.

The Japanese 
had machine guns and superior num¬ 
bers. and ended the fight with a bayo- 1 
net charge. At the Island of Kang- 
hwa the troop* met the Japanese sfent- 
to disarm them with a volley. In other 
places officers and men, working In 
concert, took arms and ammunition and 
escaped into the country. The arms. It 
Is true, were of an antiquated Japan¬ 
ese pattern, and some 6f the ammunl- j 
lion was years old. 

Civil employment was offered to the j 
officers and non-coms. , Very few ac- j 
eepted. The others scattered Into the I 
Interior, humiliated and angry,, and 
preaching revolt. 

Death to Those Without Top-Knots. 

The first rallying-place of the rebels 
was In a mountain district from eighty 
to ninety miles east of 8eoul. Here 
the leaders were not so much ex-sold- 
lers as the famous Korean tlger-hunt- 
er*. The*e banded th emselves together^ 
under the title of the “Eul-pyung,” The 
“Ever-Righteous Army.” They took 
one pledge. "Death to every man with¬ 
out a top-knot.” In Korea the top-knot 
being the national, symbol of manhood, 
the absence of It marks one as an of¬ 
ficial. a pro-Japane*e. a reformer, or a 
foreigner. The Righteous army fell on

The American papers, with character¬ 
istic enterprise, have already taken 
advantage of the opening of the Glace 
Bay wireless station, to obtain Euro¬ 
pean news by this medium. Last Sun¬ 
day week the New York Times had a 
page of Marconigrams from Europe, in 
addition to its usual dispatches receiv¬ 
ed by cables. 

It seems that the wireless system 
will rather supplement than supplant 
the ocean cables. Thus far the Mar¬ 
coni company is transmitting no com¬ 
mercial messages. At Glace Bay some 
new apparatus Is being tested. When 
It Is approved of we may expect the 
company to entei; the mercantile field. 
The Record understands that January 
has been fixed as the date. 

On the Atlantic ocean about seventy 
steamers are now provided with Mar¬ 
coni instruments, keeping In touch 
with one ehore or the other all the 
way across the sea. For the behoof of 
Canadian navigation Marconi stations 
are established from the Isle of Or¬ 
leans. opposite Quebec, step by step, 
to Capo Race, Newfoundland. It.Is Jn 
such services, and In sustaining con¬ 
stant communication between fight- 
houses and ships nearby, • that the 
wireless methods appear to have their 
best scope, and a golden scope, it .in 
Among the Investigators, whose re¬ 
seat chee have male possible the tri¬ 
umph of Marconi, is Sir Oliver Lodge, 
principal of the University of Birm¬ 
ingham. He is wont to recall how .as 
long ago as February. 1880. the late 
Professor D. E. Hughes stood on the 
verge of wireless telegraphy. By sud¬ 
den Interruptions of a powerful elec¬ 
trical current, he detected disturbances 
at n distance of almost 500 yards, and 
this without there being any interven¬ 
ing conductor. 

He believed these effects to he due 
to electrical waves never before ob¬ 
served. During a visit of three hours 
he repeat* 1 his experiments in the 
presence of Professor Stokes of Cam¬ 
bridge. Inat eminent physicist declar¬ 
ed that the phenomena could he ex¬ 
plained as due simply to Induction, 
such as. In Its simplest case, causes a 
bit of soft Iron to become magnetic 
when It approaches a steel ibagnet. 

Professor Hughes bowed to the dlc- 
11 m of a man whom ho believed to be 
above error, and ho^abandoned his 
experiment* Seven y ears lat er. In a 
conclhslve expoir.>< nt. Proresshr Hein¬ 
rich Herts pio\od Professor Hughes to 
have been right. 

CHEAPENING RADIUM. ^ 

Precious Metal Can Now Be Purchased 
For Less Thah $3.000,0<X) an Ounce. 

Vienna, Nov. 22.—Great success has 
attended the experiments in the coat 
of the production of radium, which 
have been made at the Imperial Acad¬ 
emy of Science of Vienna. Nearly 
three grains of radium have been ex¬ 
tracted from ten thousand kilos of 
pitchblende, at One third the cobt >• oft 
previous production. 

Radium has been exceedingly costly 
of production: It was estimated net 
long age that an ounce would cost not 
less than $ 3 , 000 , 000 .

Scarcity of Money.

At the regular quarterly meeting of 
tho Victoria Teachers' Institute In the 
Y. M. C. A. auditorium yesterday Af¬ 
ternoon. J. A. Anderson, deputy min¬ 
ister of agriculture, gave a very.Inter¬ 
esting paper on the ’Trees of British 
ColumMa.”He spoke of the influence of 
the forests on temperature, on the dis¬ 
tribution'of moisture; of the myths and 
romance woven around the trees, and 
of the value of the product of the for¬ 
ests In all kinds of manufactures. 

Continuing, he described the meth¬ 
ods of logging, showing a picture of a 
tree that had rushed down a mountain 
side and driven Itself right through a 
giant cedar. 

Speaking"<rf the matter of reforesta¬ 
tion, Mr. Anderson showed that when 
a fire followed the work of the logger, 
there was a danger of the trees never 
being replaced. He urged those pres¬ 
ent to teach the value of U»e forests to 
the children, so that they might, when 
they grew up. conserve them for them¬ 
selves and future generations. 

Taking up each tree Individually, he 
described its structure and uses, deal¬ 
ing with them in the order of import¬ 
ance. The Douglas fir. of course, came 
first, and as he told, the story the lec¬ 
turer passed aropnd samples to Illus¬ 
trate the points of his paper. He. told 
particularly of the uses the Indians 
make of the cedar—the large canoes 
they hew from lts trunk; the ropek they 
make from Its roots; and the baskets, 
mats, and clothing they weave from 
the bark. 

The lecture was most instructive, 
and at Its close a hearty vote of thanks 
to Mr. Anderson was passed. 

F. Waddington opened the meeting 
with a vocal ylo. Jesse Longfield play¬ 
ing his accompaniment.

“I have talked to the surveyors at 
various times,” said Mr. White, “and 
they made no secret of the statement 
that the line was to be part of *he Can¬ 
adian Pacific system. I was Interested 
In knowing, for the reason thAt their 
line runs through two of my farms, one 
near Avondale and one at Redmond. 

“According to their statements, the 
proposed extension of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific will be southward from Bunias to 
Mount Vernon, thence through Everett 
and Maltby, and from there down to 
Redmond. The Hue runs along the 
west shore of Lake Sammamish and 
then makes a slight r*urve to Renton. 
Entrance to Seattle will be made from 
the south. 

“Three months ago the surveyor* 
camped on my farm, and I had oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss the project at va.inus 
times.

“As a st idy of the subject/' replied 
the diplomat, “no exception can be 
taken to your argument. But you mis¬ 
conceive the functions of diplomacy If 
you regard It as concerned with meet¬ 
ing troubles half way. More often than 
not. the rote of the statesman lies in 
the mere choice of an alternative when 
choice can no longer be avoided, and 
political situations that are founded 
upon ah assumption of events that may 
never occur do not concern him. Great 
Britain and Germany have not' been 
without their points of difference of 
recent years, and It has been the busi¬ 
ness of diplomacy to 8b what it can to 
remove them, but they have not as yet 
\ come to Include the larger questions to 
which $o\i have referred.

be come to regarding South America 
could have any value In view of the un¬ 
compromising attitude of the United 
8tates. Moreover, has not Great Brit¬ 
ain given her adherehce to the Monroe 
Doctrine?” 

"That may be,” said the student, “but 
the understanding I anticipate is one 
that would be come to between the Ger¬ 
man and the Anglo-Saxon peoples, not 
merely between the German and the 
British, and I believe the time will 
came when this will be possible. The 
Panama canal win work strange con¬ 
versions, but nowhere will Its effect be 
more profoundly felt than In Its modi¬ 
fication of the Monroe Doctrine. When 
communications between the eastern 
and western seaboards of the United 
States can be made through Central 
America instead of round the Horn, the 
American people will cease to trouble 
themselves about the .southern conti¬ 
nent. and German aspirations in that 
direction, if such arise, will no longv 
run counter to their Interests.

“You do not suggest," interposed the 
diplomat, “that Germany payi regard 
to'British po!ttica> right* In expecta¬ 
tion of our commercial status-quo re¬ 
maining undisturbed, and ‘ that we 
should keep our markets open to satisfy 
her, though It might otherwise .be 
beneficial to us to close them?" 

"WTi^t the consideration Is that Ger¬ 
many will ask I will not now attempt 
to conjecture," replied ths student. 
"Suffice It to say that If we had allowed 
France In earlier times her fair share 
of the advantage derived from the oc¬ 
cupation of India and North America^ 
a treatment we ourselves expected of 
Spain on the occupation of South and 
Central America, generations of blood¬ 
shed might have been saved. It Is con¬ 
trary to all the teachings of history to 
suppose that because two contiguous 
states edvelop sea power that their 
fiesta are destined to destroy each oth- 
f*r. and that therefore the German 
fleet cannot exist In peace side by side 
with our own. A fair distribution of 
.the world’s unappropriated riches laid 
-foundations of permanent peace at a 
more memorable epoch than this and 
between naval powers more closely sit¬ 
uated that Great Britain and Germany. 
I refer to the time when Spain and 
Portugal were sudendly brought into 
rivalry by the discoveries of Columbus. 

; Here were the two loading maritime 
powers of tho world s.uddenly confront¬ 
ed with boundless fields of exploration 
and untold opportunities of wealth and 
Thpugh two nations were

come." 

"But the cases are fundamentally 
distinct," interposed the diplomat, "for, 
unlike France In regard to Morocco, 
Great Britain deals with possessions 
that are already her own. and Germany 
on that account does not presume to 
interfere." 

"But the difference Is not so great as 
it appears/’ continued the other. "Euro¬ 
pean acquiescence in the growth of the 
British Empire has been due tq the 
equality of-treatment In matters of 
commerce that has been accorded to 
foreign powers, and If this tacit under¬ 
standing be annulled and no compensa¬ 
tion be allowed elsewhere, those condi¬ 
tions that prevailed between Great 
Britain and Spain In the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury will tend to be reproduced. The 
desire of the Spaniards to retain In 
their own hands the wealth of Spanish 
America was the explanation of their 
long wars with Great Britain. An ex¬ 
amination of the two periods shows f«a-r 
turee of close resemblance and tend¬ 
ency, and In my opinion Professor Del- 
bruck was perfectly right when he said 
that'What Is at stake Is the whole polit¬ 
ical and commercial future of the Ger¬ 
man people, which must ultimately be 
assured by the sword If it cannot be 
safeguarded by agreement." 

"But the Germans are too practical a 
people," observed the diplomat, “to 
rattle the sword every time a tariff is 
introduced or a market closed. They 
may invest their statesmanship with 
some of the cold calculation of the man 
of business, but they are not bent upon 
the plunder that characterized only too 
m*ny of the early British exploits on 
the Spanish Main, and which really was 
the cause of the wars which followed." 

“The position of Great Britain and 
Germany, as it appears to me." rejoin¬ 
ed the student, “Is that of two ships ap- 
proachlg each other upon the open sea. 
whose paths seem destined to cross, but 
whose collision nothing but good sea¬ 
manship is needed to avoid. Obedience 
to the rules, of the road—which Is mere¬ 
ly the doctrine of 'give and take’ In 
matters of sea-room—Is, Hi the princi¬ 
ples It Involves, at the bottom of good 
statesmanship no less than of good 
navigation. In more difficult clrcum- 
. ?!*5P®s IS US ti settle dif¬ 
ferences with Frairre and to remove at 
least one danfcer that threatened our 
friendship with Russia. By dint of 
good steering. France has moved clear 
of British-interests In Egypt and Great 
Britain of French Interests ih Morocco, 
while Ru'snfa has abandoned prospects 
In Afghanistan and Southern Persia in 
exchange for a corresponding abandon¬ 
ment by us in Northern Persia—and 
-consequently the several ship* of.state 
have passed on their wajriwhere catas¬ 
trophe seemed sooner or later to be In¬ 
evitable.

On a recent occasion a company of 
travelled men were gathered together 
In the smoking room of a steamer 
homeward bound from the East, and 
discussion had run upon the new Ariglo- 
Russlan agreement. It had been dealt 
with In all Its bearings, and the. opin¬ 
ion* of men with actual knowledge of 
their subject had been freely given. 
The conversation was then turned by 
,a speaker who had not hitherto en¬ 
gaged attention, and who proved to be 
a political student and publicist, to our 
relations with Germany, and he gave 
expression to the view that the several 
agreements with France, Spain and 
Rufpia should be followed by an under¬ 
standing with that country. To this 
exception was taken by another gentle¬ 
man present, whose manner and point 
of view revealed his diplomatic train¬ 
ing^ upon the ground that this was un¬ 
necessary, as no points of difference ex¬ 
isted that could form the basis of an 
agreement. The rivalry between the 
two countries, he malntalned.wra* pure¬ 
ly one of business, and we could trust 
to the canons of business to regulate 
It. Trade had Its own methods of re¬ 
taliation, and the spirit of the age did 
not sanction a settlement of commercial 
differences with political weapons, and 
hence there was no reason to fear that 
Anglo-German relations could give rise 
to war. 

"Strictly, no doubt," rejoined the first 
speaker, "In the commercial rivalry of 
nations price should cut price and tariff 
be opposed to tariff, and so Great Brit¬ 
ain should be at liberty to Introduce 
measures to protect her trade and con¬ 
solidate her Empire without fear of 
political consequences outside. But to 
assume this -In her relations with Ger¬ 
many Is to misconceive the true nature 
of German national aims and to disre¬ 
gard the special considerations they In¬ 
volve. Unlike Great Britain, whose 
state Ideals lie in government, Germapy 
In her dealings with foreign countries, 
is moved by consideration^-of business 
and tq c at of from her people *o large 
a share of the world s trade as she 
would- lose upon the introduction of pre¬ 
ferential duties within the British Em¬ 
pire constitute*, in her case, a political 
affront that can hardly fall to give rise 
to political treatment, whatever the na¬ 
ture of that treatment may be." 

“Any reform* Great Britain may 
choose to Introduce Into her fiscal af¬ 
fair*," observed the diplomat, “are her 
concern alone, and will give Germany 
no grounds for interference. Of this 
you may be sure and If you desire proof 
you have only to take the case of 
Trance and note the behavior of the 
German government towards the tariff 
wall that the French have built round 
their possessions." 

“Your Instance rather assists my ar¬ 
gument than otherwise," replied the 
student, “for It Is in Germany's present 
relations with France that the limits of 
German tolerance may be discerned.

New York, Nov. 22.—In a. speech 
tinged with bitterness, President R. P. 
Schwerin, of the Pacific Mall steam¬ 
ship line, to-night assailed the gov¬ 
ernment's uttttude toward shipping on 
the Pacific, and decided that the pres¬ 
ent policy bade fair to drive the 
American marine from the Pacific, as 
well as from the Atlantic.

Alto¬ 
gether there were 113 turhanned, 
swarthy Asiatics who have been kept 
In Vancouver since the time of the 
Tartar's mishap, at the expense of the 
C. P. R. company. They were landed 
at the Inner wharf and then trans¬ 
ferred to the steamship Otter, which 
took them to the Tartar at Esquimau. 

The Tartar came around to the 
outer wharf at 8 o'clock this morning 
and will not- go to^Vancouver to load 
freight. As soon as the investigation 
Into the collision Is ended the steim*^ 
ship will leave for Japan to t>e handed 
over tQ her new owner, K. Klshlmoto. 
It will be her last trip under the llag 
of the C. P. R. which she has flown 
for many years. 


At yesterday afternoon’s sitting of 
collision of the steamships Tartar and 
Charmer, Capt. Whlteley of the Char¬ 
mer continued his evidence. He testi¬ 
fied that the w’eather was fine until 
Active Pass was- approached. He was 
taking a nap when a loud blast from 
the whistle aroused him. He went on 
deck and saw they were running Into 
a fog bank. He had heard a whistle 
that he took to be that of the Princess 
Victoria, and in order to give plenty 
of •’room he had starboarded the helm 
half a point. He afterwards came oack 
on his course. Wn*-. the fr»g w-as 
entered the regular fog whistle was 
kept going. This consisted of blasts 
of from three to four seconds each, 
with twenty seconds between. This 
Is understood on the coast. He heard 
the* Sandhead bell right a-beatn at 5:44 
and changed - the course of the Char¬ 
mer. About ten minutes after be 
hoard the whistle from the other 
steamer, about one and a half or two 
points on the starboard bow. 

“We were two miles past the Fraser 
river.” said the witness, "and I had 
Just blown the fog signal when I heard 
the whistle, and I saw It must be from 
a ship either coming In or going out. 

I bfew tw'o short blasts, told the quar¬ 
termaster to starboard her one point 
and slowed down - the engines. I then 
started In blowing three to our second 
blasts every ten seconds, but I heard 
no other whistle till half a minute or 
a minute before the collision. Then I 
heard a whistle and almost at the same* 
moment saw the Tartar coming out of 
the fog.

WHY MAURETANIA FAILED. 
New York, NoF. 


23.—Poking Iter nose 
through a dense fog, which hid even 
her mast tops from the sight of those 
on deck, the biggest and most luxuri¬ 
ous ship ever launched safely finished 
her maiden voyage to-day. when at 
11:03 o’clock this morning the Cunufti 
line turbine steamship Mauretania 
anchored off the Sandy Hook lightship, 
flve days, flve hours and ten minutes 
from QueenstoWn. Bearing $12,500,000 
In gold from the east, she struggled 
against the tempestuous weather to 
beat the world’s trans-Atlantic speed 
record of four days, eighteen hours 
and forty minutes held by her sister 
ship,- the Lusitania. Head winds and 
heavy cross-seas baffled her, but she 
won the right to one blue ribbon. On 
Thursday. November 21st, Capt. Prit¬ 
chard drove the huge* ship 624 knots 
(671 miles), thanks to a shift In the 
wind to the northeast, which is six 
knots better than the best day's run 
of the Lusitania and leads all marine 
records. 

The Mauretania left Queenstown on 
November 17th at 11 a. m. and ariived 
at quarantine. New York, at 3:45 p. 
m. on November 22nd. 

.Her runs were: First day (one hour 
and some minutes’ run). 30 knots; sec¬ 
ond day (noon to noon). 671 knots; third 
day, 464 knots; fourth day. 563 knots; 
fifth day. 624 kno(s; sixth day, 528 
knots. 

The average speed for the passage 
was 22.21 knots, or 23.89 miles an hpur. 
Her average speed on her redford day 
run of 624 knots was 25.83 knots an 
hour. Her poorest day’s average was 
20.81 miles an hour, from noon of No¬ 
vember 18th to noon of the 19th.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON, 


A TIDAL WAVE Or COLD WATER. 


Patriotism Joins with religion in con¬ 
straining the churches In action here. 
The very genius of the nation is im¬ 
periled by this invading army of for¬ 
eigners. except they be led Into an 
acceptance of the Christian ideals of 
this Western world. 


The International Sunday School Les¬ 
son for November 24th is, "World’s 
Temperance Sunday." Rom. xlv: 
12-29. 

By William T. Ellis. 

There Is "something doing." temper- 
ancewise. In the world to-day. The 
dullest reader of the dally prints can 
Scarcely have escaped that fact. Ex¬ 
traordinary, significant and portentoua 
has been the news concerning the pro¬ 
gress of the temperance cause. During 
all the years that the churches of 
Christendom have been observing 
"World's Temperance Sunday." they 
have never had such reasons for self- 
congratulation as to-day. 

Because it is big news, this tidal 
wave of. temperance sentiment has 
figured largely In the news columns 
and on ths editorial pages of the daily 
press. One does not have to be either 
a "temperance crank" or a saloon¬ 
keeper In order to be Interested In.this. 
It is a remarkable development of 
present-day public opinion which de¬ 
serves analysis and consideration. 

The feeble folk who fought long and 
hard against great odds for a recogni¬ 
tion of temperance as a dominant 
moral Issue have a peculiar reason for 
elation In the fact that the outstand¬ 
ing issue at most of this month’s 
elections In the States has been some 
phase of the temperance question. The 
day has passed when the temperance 
reformer waited abjectly, with hat In 
hand, in the outer offices of disdain¬ 
ful politicians. 

Some Surprising Facta. 

Thla article Is written Just prior to 
the November elections; the results of 
these will be In the possession of those 
who have aught to do with World 8 * 
Temperance Sunday. A few days ago 
the Industrial section of Alabama, 
which centres about Birmingham, "the 
Pittsburgh of the South,” went "dry." 
to the surprise of the country. The 
hardest districts to win for local op¬ 
tion are these congested centres of 
population. 

But there stands Oklahoma, starting 
out on a career of statehood, commit¬ 
ted to prohibition by her new consti¬ 
tution. The impression that the new 
West and Southwest are loose-living, 
hard-drinking regions cannot too 
quickly be banished from the popular 
mind. Pennsylvania might well go to 
school to Texas In thS matter pf liquor' 
legislation. 

Georgia recsntly surprised the coun¬ 
try by voting out the licensed saloon. 
For one reason she knew that the race 
question will never be settled so long 
. as the lower fires of the negro’s na¬ 
ture are fed by alcohol. The demon¬ 
stration of Christian sentiment made 
fn this connection In Tennessee and 
Kentucky. aB well as in Georgia. Indi¬ 
cates that the South Is speedily as¬ 
suming the leadership of the nation in 
matters calling for the exercise of 
courageous ; religious convictions. 

The remarkable situation to-day with 
respect to the civic aspects of the 
temperance question Is shown by a 
statement of Rev. P. A. Baker, gen¬ 
eral superintendent of the National 
Anti-Saloon League. Mr. Baker says 
that there are at present thlrty-flve 
millions of Americans living in prohi¬ 
bition territory. Within the past year 
two and a half millions of people have 
abolished saloons from their neighbor¬ 
hoods by local option laws. Of the 
thirty-four legislatures In session last 
year, twenty passed laws against the 
liquor traffic. Not one passed a fav¬ 
orable measure. 

Great Britain, also, has measurably 
shared in this amazing temperance pro¬ 
gress. Beginning with the birth of the 
new century, the nation's consumption 
of liquor began to decrease. In these 
•even year* it has gone from an aver¬ 
age of 32.29 gallons of beer par capita 
IH a year to 27.91. Spirituous liquors 
were drunk, seven years ago. at the 
rate of 1.18 gallons per head anually; 
last year the average was only 0.91 of 
a gallon. This means a reduction of 
more than 14 per cent. In the use of 
beer and 22 per cent, in the use of 
stronger drinks. 

Stealing the Trade’s "Face." 

An Indiana judge recently attracted 
wide attention by deciding that the 
liquor business Is In Its very nature 
unconstitutional. A fellow judge made 
pi similar decision. In this, some en¬ 
thusiasts saw a short-cut to a com¬ 
plete temperance victory. Ala* for 
their jwalous hopes! The Indiana Su¬ 
preme court has reversed this de¬ 
cision. Before the law, in license 
Ptates. liquor selling is perfectly legal. 

Nevertheless, It needs not the plaint* 
Of the liquor trade organs to make 
1 manifest to even a way-faring man 
that this particular business Is falling 
into Increasing discredit. On every 
aide It *is being struck severe blows—

They acted and 
looked like criminals; certainly they 
made no recruits for the trade. That 
much. It was plain, prohibition has 
done for Kansas. 

Is It a Spasm* 

The phenomenal progress made dur¬ 
ing recent months In temperance leg¬ 
islation is making some persons re¬ 
joice over the dawn of a cold-water 
millennium. More cautious ones, how¬ 
ever. are already beginning to tjtlk 
anxiously about the possibility of a re¬ 
action. Ha* not legislation swept 
ahead' faster than deep-rooted public 
sentiment? Is there not dangqy of a 
swift descent from the high plane so 
quickly attained? Will not the poli¬ 
ticians. by whose help, these new laws 
have been placed on statute books, be 
ready at the first fayo/able opportun¬ 
ity to forswear their new allegiance? 

Doubtless, the present high tide will 
recede somewhat. It is for the mould¬ 
ers of Christian sentiment—preachers, 
teachers, editors and parents—to lead 
ihe public into a clear perception of 
the real situation. An honest facing 
of all the facts, and a vigilance which 
does not weary, will conserve the vic¬ 
tories already gained. 

Most of all, It needs to be made clear 
that prohibitory legislation Is not an 
end but a means. Law cannot eradi¬ 
cate appetite. Human nature is not 
made 6 Vef hy statutes. Except new 
purposes be established In the minds 
of men and women, boys and girls, all 
the liquor laws that can be devised 
will fall of attaining the chief end 
sought. 

Down to Bed-Rock. 

First and last, the temperance ques¬ 
tion Is one of individual morals and 
religion. The entire temperance pro¬ 
ject rests on a basis of Christian prin¬ 
ciples: Better laws than any modern 
legislators can enact are necessary to 
extinguish the drink traffic. 

Those laws are written in the Book 
which is the basis of to-day's Sun¬ 
day school lesson. Total abstinence, 
for conscience sake, and for a fellow- 
man’s sake. Is the basic essential tem¬ 
perance teaching. Even the person 
who can drink spirits without harjn to 
himself (and there are undeniably 
such) may exercise the higher privilege 
of foregoing his rights for the sake of 
his neighbor. 

Paul’s statement of the case Is so 
clear that It needs no exposition: 

"80 then each one of us shall give 
account of himself to God. 

"Let us not therefore judge one an¬ 
other any more; but Judge ye this 
rather, that no man put a stumbling 
block in hlB brother's way, or an oc¬ 
casion of falling. I know, and am 
persuaded in the Lord Jesus, that 
nothing Is unclean of Itself; save that 
to him who accounteth anything to be 
unclean to him It Is unclean. For if 
because of meat thy brother Is grieved, 
thou walkeet no longer In love. De¬ 
stroy not with thy meat him for whom 
Christ died. Let not then your good be 
evil -spoken of: for the kingdom of 
God is not eating and drinking, but 
righteousness and peace and Joy In the 
Holy 8 pirlt. It Is good not to eat fish, 
nor to drink wine, nor to do anything 
whereby thy brother stumbleth." 


OR EITHER 


Most persons on the continent are 
probably a unit in declaring that the 
Asiatics and the European cannot be 
amalgamated into one homogeneous 
race.

EARTH’8 COAL COULDN'T MOVE IT 


Statistician says It Would Take 70,000,• 
000,000 Years to Bridge World 
a Foot. 


Statistician* sometimes have queer 
ideas. One of them amused himself by 
calculating how much energy, water 
and coal it would take to move the 
earth a foot, supposing that it was 
subjected throughout its mass to a 
force equivalent to terrestrial gravita¬ 
tion. This Is a gratuitous supposition, 
for in spite of Its enormous mass the 
earth weighs nothing, says an ex¬ 
change. 

Starting with the fact that the earth's 
mass Is about 6,100 million million mil- 
yon tons, our statistician calculates 
that we should require 70,060,000,000 
years for a 10,000 horse-power engine 
to move our globe a foot The boiler 
that should feed this engine would 
vaporise a quantity of water that would 
cover the whole face of the globe 
with a layer 300 feet deep. The vapori¬ 
sation of this water would require 4,- 
000 . 000 . 000 . 000,000 tons of coal. 

This coal, carried In cars holding 10 
tons each and having a total length 
of 30 feet, would require 400.000,000,000.- 
006 cars, which would reach 80,000,000 
times around the earth. This train 
moving at the rate of 40 miles an hour, 
would take more than 5.000,000 years 
to travel its own length. It would re¬ 
quire for storage a shed that would 
cover 1,060--times the area of Europe. 

If we realize that this fantastically 
huge amount of energy Is nothing at 
* 1 ! compared with what the earth pos¬ 
sesses in virtue of its rotation about 
it* axis, its revolution about the sun 
land Its translation in space with the 
solar system, of which the earth Is 
but an infinitesimal part of the uni¬ 
verse, we may get some idea of the 
importance of man in the universe and 
estimate his Incommensurable pride 
at It* Just value.—New York Herald.

This Is an unequaled chance to lay the 
shaping hand of Chriatlanlty upon the 
Eastern nations. The most direct. >f- 
fectlve and inexpensive foreign mis¬ 
sion work that Christian America and 
Canada can do is to welcome to their 
higher schools of learning the students

"3. This by-law may for rill purposes 
be cited as the "Liquor License Regu¬ 
lation Amending By-law, 1907.” 

The draft of the by-law given above 
was accompanied by the following 
communication from the city solici¬ 
tors: 

"Gentlemen,—Mr. J. W. Taylor, the 
city barrister, has now settled the en¬ 
closed simple amending clause of the 
Liquor License Legulatfon By-law, 
lendered necessary by the decision of 
the Full court. This amending is »o 
make clear what the regulation is, but 
even although It Is passed a prosecu¬ 
tion for keeping open a saloon during 
the hours of the night before sunrise, 
can be Successfully undertaken If re¬ 
quested. Following the Judgment of 
the court, although the council can¬ 
not close hotel bars, they can if they 
so desire, prohibit the sale of liquor 
, therein during the closing hours for 
saloons, and Mr. Taylor has suggested 
the mode In which this can be con¬ 
cisely affected, and we have drawn 
accordingly.” 

The by-law did not get to l^s third 
reading. Aid. Fell said he. wanted 
time to study the amendment before 
he could vote Intelligently on It. 

The Mayor and Aid. Gleason were 
afl^louf that the amendment should be¬ 
come law nt the earliest, possible mo¬ 
ment, but their_hagte waa character¬ 
ized by Aid. Fell as an attempt to
